Despito recent develop¬ 
ments in Cuba, prominent 
figures in Hollywood, big 
bpjsiness, and Congress plan 
to jump into bed with Cuba’s 
Castro.

The 3000 Soviet combat 
troops have been in Cuba 
for years. Why is the crisi.s 
erupting at this particular 
moment?
